Beugtx-t mountain*, and an insurgent of- 
ficer whu recently surrendered to (Jeueral 
i'ouns says that the insurgent General 
Tinio also holds this belief. Tinio held 
regular communication with Aguinaldo 
uatil Dec. 2S, since when he has heard 
nothing from him, and Tinio thinks Ajjui- 
naldo would find means to communicate 
with him, if alive. Major March's infor- 
mation was that there were only half a 
dozen soldiers with Aguinaldo when he 
fled beyond the Bontoc wilderness, where 
the savages are hostile to all strangers. 
Friends of Aguiualdo's wife assert that 
she has heard nothing from him since 
they parted. She is m a delicate condi- 
tion and nearly prostrated with worry- 
Therefore she has not been informed of 
the death "of her child and thinks it is 
with friends at Bacoor. 


The sultan of Suln, with a retinue in- 


cluding several of his wives, has sailed 
for Singapore ostensibly on a religious 
mission. A Hongkong dispatch to a Ma- 
nila paper says it is believed the sultan 
has gone to, Singapore in order to protest 
to the British against the American fic- 
tion in establishing a tariff against im- 
ports, claiming that it is a violation of 
the treats1 of 1877 between Spain, Great 
Britain and Germany, Germany guaran- 
teeing the Sulu islands free trade, where- 
as the Americans have established a tar- 
iff nearly doubling the prices of tobacco, 
rice and the Sulu staples of life, most of 
which are imported from Singapore.

Details of the five day siege of the 


American garrison at Cutabig by Filipi- 
nos during wbichv 20 men were killed, 
have been received. 


The garrison at Cutabig, which is on 


the island of Sarnar, consisted of 29 men 
of the Forty-third United States volun- 
teer infantry- Only ten men were left 
when Major Gilmore's relief force ar- 
rived. The Americans were quartered in 
a c hurch. which the Filipinos, numbering 
several hundred, surrounded. 


The Americans fought for two days. 


The rebels managed to set tire to tho roof 
of the church, and it fell upon those in- 
side of the edifice. The walls remained 
intact, however, and were used as a shel- 
ter by the besieged Americans for three 
days longer, the enemy attacking the 
building on all sides at once. The Ameri- 
cans continued firing from the windows 
and doors o£ the church. It is estimated. 
that more than 200 Filipinos were killed, 
many dead bodies being removed. 


Finally a lieutenant and eight men ar- 


rived from Laoan and engaged the be- 
siegers. who thereupon retired. Tho ten 
survivors in the church were without 
food, had little ammunition and were 
physically exhausted.

"The iSrst storage 


bouse ia j)ie city nhieh I tan recollect 
was erected in 1SG~ by Joha H. Morrell 
at the corner of F»nrth avenge and Thir- 
ty-second street, adjo-iniag tUe stables of 
iht: Fourth as-enne railway line. When 
Morrell's business Lad reacted a flour- 
ishing conditio-n, an immense tire destroy- 
ed the car «abl*>s and MorreO's establish- 
ment, ..ruining liim financially. Immedi- 
ately the public set up a. great howl 
:i gainst storage houses, and the men who 
had followed Morrell into- the business 
suffered seveafly. 


'•One Mine. Desgarmis .had stored sev- 


eral trunks in MorreH's iestabnshment. 
She liad come to America to claim A part 
of the estate of her grand uncle, a. rich 
planter of Louisiana. On the very day 
of Mme. Desgarrens' arrival in this conn- 
try she received, notification of the dan- 
gerous illness of another American rela- 
tive who lived ia Boston, and after leav- 
ing direction,1? that her trunks should be 
stored at iiorrelFs she immediately set 
out for the Massachusetts capital. 


"On her return to New York she sent 


an order to Morrell charging him to for- 
ward her trunks to her hotel. The an- 
swer came back that during her absence 
the storage house, with all its contents, 
had been destroyed by fire. 


"Mme. Desgarrens was in her room 


when the note informing her of the loss 
was brought by a servant. She read it 
partly through and, suddenly uttering a 
shriek, fell tp the floor senseless. On re- 
covering consciousness she was found to 
be violently insane ami died three weeks 
later in her room at the hotel. 


"The very evening of her death work- 


men who were clearing away the rains of 
MorreH's establishment discovered one of 
her trunks— a little, square; black leather 
one. 
It had become wedged in among a 


mass of bricks when the walls had fallen 
and, excepting that it -was scorched, had 
suffered no injury. 


"In this trunk were found all of the pa- 


pers identifying her as the grandhiece of 
the planter, and in a little box, tied with 
white satin ribbons, there nestled two 
golden curls, a tiny pair of baby shoes 
mid a large gold ring. Wrapped about 
the ring was a slip of paper on which 
was written in French, 'All that is left 
of my darling child and husband, who 
were burned to death at sea, April 23, 
1SGO.' I was with the man who found 
the trunk, and both of us shed tears as 
we looked over the things. 


"But there need be no danger of such 


fires nowadays, when the first class stor- 
age houses are as nearly fireproof as 
buildings can be. People with up to date 
ideas recognize that their household ef- 
fects are far safer in our bands than un- 
der their own eyes, as a properly con- 
ducted storage house does not know what 
theft, breakage and fire mean. It would 
be impossible to say what is the value of 
a storage house and its contents during 
the busy season, but when one knows 
that 12 trunks in one of our compart- 
ments are insured for $20,500 and that 
there are 299 other compartments in the 
building it is apparent that the contents 
represent a fortune." 


It is not generally known, but a man 


in this city may at any time he has a 
mind to,- without a moment's notice, send 
orders to a first class storage and pack- 
ing concern to hare the entire furnishings 
of his home moved from 203 Blank ave- 
nue, New York, to 4G Dash street, Lon- 
don. or any other place of consequence, 
lor that matter, and he can walk off to 
the first transatlantic steamship, his wife 
on his arm, with the positive assurance 
that as soon as space and time will per- 
mit everything, from pins and needles to 
carpets and sideboards, will be transfer- 
red from New York to London without 
the loss of a tack or the breakage of a 
wineglass. 


This is not conjecture, but fact. It has 


been done time and again. The larger 
storage warehouses, by means of their 
perfect organization of professional pack- 
ers and movers, have reduced the busi- 
ness to a science. 


When an order is received at the office, 


an inspector is immediately sent to make 
an estimate, who can tell by simply 
walking through a bouse how many vans 
will be uccesbary to remove the furnish- 
ings and how much to the penny will be 
charged for the storage. After the in- 
spector follows the large vans, with 
trained packers nnd movers. The pack 
ers are divided into two classes— those 
who pack the wagons and those who pre- 
pare the contents of the house for the 
wagons. The latter class is subdivided 
again into those who handle delicate 
chiua and bric-a-brac and the packers 01 
-the heavy furniture and carpets. Specia 
men, also, arc kept whose exclusive duty 
is to take care of pianos and organs. 


When the goods are in the wagons 


they nre moved to the storage house 
where immense elevators, capable of tak 
ing vans without unloading, run from the 
basement to the top of the building 
Rooms are set apart on each floor for the 
unpacking and examination of baggage. 


After each article has been examinee 


to make sure that it has not suffered ii 
transit the goods are carefully stored 
away in the apartments allotted to then 
nnd the keys of the apartments placed in 
the office safe. 


If a packer discovers an imperfection in 


any article he is handling, be immediate 
ly reports the fact to the inspector, win 
makes a memorandum of it on the spot 
This is to prevent any misunderstanding 
with the owner in the future. When a 
packer or mover breaks anything acci 
dentally, he must immediately report it 
When ho does Ibis and shows the injurj 
lo have resulted from an accident, no <!«• 
duction is made from his salary, bit 
hhoulil he neglect to report the matter on 
the first occasion he is docked for ^lu 
amount, nnd on the second. occurrence o 
the kind be is discharged.

The parts of the gun, beginning with

Th« 
shrinkage; or original difference in Oiame- 
tcr between a hoop and the pare on which 
it fits, is so calculated that the tute is not 
compressed beyond its elastic limit, nor is 
the outer hoop under such tension that it 
will pass tho limit of its elasticity. 


The foundation of the gun is a tube of 


uniform exterior diameter, which con- 
tains the ]x>wdcr chamber ajid the entire 
bore. A large sleeve, called the "jacket," 
of about three-fifths the length of the tube, 
is shrunk on tho rear portion of the tube 
and extends enough farther to the rear to 
contain the breech mechanism. Three 
layers of "chaseloops" are shrunk on tho 
"chase," or portion of the tube extending 
from the jacket forward, and a- locking 
band is screwed on the tubo to hold the 
foremost chasehoop in place. The jacket 
is embraced by a layer of "jacket; hoops." 
Tho chasehoops interlock with tho tube 
and with each other to prevent the for- 
ward porr.ion of the to.be from being blown 
apart from the rear portion. The jacket 
and forwnwl Jacket hoop aro similarly irf- 
fccrlocked, and a locking; band is screwed 
over the joint between the series of uliaso- 
hoops and the forward jacket hoop to lock 
them together, thus effectively preventing 
the gun from breaking through trans- 
versely.
